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MARKET  REVIEW 

In  four   actions  between  April   23  and  May  23,    the  Depart- 
ment  increased  domestic   sugar  requirements   (total  quotas) 
from  8,800,000   tons   to  8,900,000   tons   and  prorated   to  the 
mainland  areas  and  Cuba  deficits   totaling   313,005   tons  for 
Hawaii   and   312,191    tons  for  Puerto  Rico. 

Adjusted  quotas   as   established  by  the  above  actions  pro- 
vide for  refiners   total   supplies   about   equal   to  those  of 
1957.      The   carryover  of  quota  sugar  by  refiners  on 
January  1,    1957  was   about   304,000   tons   and  quota  receipts 
in  1957  were  approximately  6,205,000   tons  making  the 
total   supply  about   6,509,000   tons.     Refiners*  deliveries 
for  U.   S.    consumption  during   1957   totaled  6,028,000  tons. 
Refiners*    year-end   1957  stocks   of  quota  sugar  rose  to 
435,000   tons;   refining   losses  and  inventory  in  process 
variations   accounted  for   46,000   tons.      For   1958,  in 
addition   to  beginning  stocks,    quota  sugar   available  to 
refiners  presently   totals  about  6,065,000  tons  for  a 
total   supply  of  6,500,000   tons.     Thus   refiners   appear  to 
have  access   to  supplies  which  will  permit  distribution  of 
about  125,000  tons  more   than  in  1957   if  stocks  at  year 
end  are  permitted   to  recede   to   the  level   of  December  31, 

1956  . 

The  quota  actions   through  May  23  increased   the  domestic 
beet   sugar  quota  to  2,184,000   tons.      During  1957, 
2,066,000  tons   of  beet  sugar  were   marketed.      On  January  1, 

1957  the  effective  inventory   (consisting   of  physical 
stocks   on  that  date  plus   1956   crop   sugar  produced  during 
1957)    totaled  1,529,000   tons.      Deliveries   during  January- 
September   1957   totaled   1,497,000   tons   and   the  remaining 
deliveries   of  569,000  were   made  in   the  fourth  quarter 
when  new  crop  production  was   available.     The  effective 
inventory  on  January  1,    1958  wj»s  about  135,000   tons  above 
that   of  last  year.     If  distribution  before  October  is 
larger   than  in  1957  by  the   increase   in   effective  inventory, 
the  balance  of  the  present  quota  available  for  fourth 
quarter   deliveries  would  be  about   the   same  as   in  1957. 
Through  May  17,    1958  beet  sugar  deliveries   exceeded  those 
for    the  same  period   in  1957  by   71,000  tons. 

Total   deliveries   of  both  cane   and  beet  sugar  for  United 
States  consumption   through  May  17  amounted   to  2,959,000 
tons   or   102,000  tons  more   than  for   the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.      It  will   be  recalled   that  constructive 
deliveries   of  sugar   reported  at  year  end  in  1957  but 
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physically  delivered  in  1958    totaled   90,000   tons  or 
70,000   tons   larger   than  at   the  previous  year  end. 

The  cumulative  effect  for  Cuba  of   the  quota  actions 
through  May   23  was   to  establish  a  U.   S.   quota   of  3,266,000 
tons,    larger  by  324,000   tons   than  her   initial  quota  for 
1958  and  by  139,000   tons   than  her  final   1957  quota.  On 
May   6,    the  Cuban  Government   authorized  a  crop  increase 
of  100,000  Spanish  long   tons.     Later   in  May  Cuba  accepted 
a   50,000  metric   ton  deficit  allocation  under   the  Inter- 
national Sugar  Agreement.      The  Cuban  supply  and  require- 
ments  situation  for   1958  currently  looks   as  follows:

Of  the  year  end  reserves,    350,000  Spanish  long  tons  may 
be  used  to  meet   U,   S.   requirements   early  in  1959  before 
new  crop  Cuban  sugar  becomes  available  to  U.  S.  refiners 
and  234,000   tons  form  the  obligatory  reserve  under  the 
International  Sugar  Agreement.     The  balance  of  159,000 
Spanish  long  tons   (185,000  short   tons,   raw  value)  remains 
available   to  fill   additional   calls  on  Cuban  sugar   in  1958 
in   the  event  the  entire  I.$.A.   quota  is  fully  marketed. 
If  still  greater   needs   sho\lId  develop,   Cuba  may  transfer 
an  additional  50,000  Spanish  long   tons    (58,000  short  tons, 
raw  value)   or   more  from  her  liberal   local  consumption 
quota.     Needs  beyond   this  point  womld  be  met  by  decreeing 
an  early  start  for  next  year's  crop. 
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According    to  trade  reports  Philippine  sugar  production 
during   the  current  crop  year   may   reach   1,346,000  shor^t 
tons,   an  increase  of  33,000  tons  over   the  previous 
estimate. 

A  serious  drought   toward   the  end  of   the  sugar  campaign 
is  reported  from  northeastern  Brazil.     Exports   of  sugar 
from  North  Brazil  from  the  crop   to  be  harvested  this 
fall   may  be  slow  and  total  Brazilian  calendar  year  ex- 
ports may  not   exceed   the  previous   record   of  587,000 
metric    tons,   raw  value,    exported  in  1955. 

Soviet  sugar  production  during  January-March  1958 
amounted   to  1.2  million  metric    tons  commercial  weight, 
a   98  percent  increase   over   the  first  quarter   of  1957; 
but  only  about  100,000  tons  were  produced  in  March. 
Production,   for   the  crop  year   as  well  as  for   the  calendar 
year,    is  now  about  600,000  tons  ahead  of  last  year. 
Purchases  from  the  free  market  so  far   this  year  are 
326,000  metric    tons,    raw  value  less   than  imports  from 
the  free  market  in  1957.     Thus,    as  compared  with  last 
year,    the  net  increase  in  supplies  is  about   300,000  tons. 

Poland  refused  a  proffered  International  Sugar  Agreement 
deficit  reallocation  of  10,000  metric   tons,    raw  value. 
That  deficit  Iras  then  allotted   to  Czechoslovakia.  Deficits 
of  60,000  tons  had  been  declared  by  the  Netherlands  and 
by  France  -  the  entire  quotas  of  those  countries.  In 
accord  with   terms   of  the  Agreement,    the  first  50,000 
tons  were  reallotted  to  Cuba. 

The  domestic  spot  price  for   raw  sugar,    duty  paid,  at 
New  York  averaged  6.29  cents  per  pound  for   the  first 
27  days   of  May;   during   the  same  period  last  year   it  had 
been  6.36.      The  average  price  for   the  first  five  months 
of  1958  will  be  about  6.17  cents   or   0.06  cent   less  than 
for   the  same  period  last  year. 

The  quoted  wholesale  price  of  refined  cane  sugar  at 
New  York  on  May  19  completed   the   advance  of   .20  cent 
per  pound  to  9.35  cents  which  got  under  way  April  22, 
However,   orders  were  being   taken  on  a  day-to-day  basis 
for   delivery  through  June  6  at   the  previous  price. 

In  the  Chicago-West  territory  refined  cane  sugar  is 
quoted  at   9,05  and  beet  sugar   by  most  processors  at 
8.85  cents  per  pound  with  a   .10  cent   allowance  for 
direct  shipments  to  Illihois     St.  Louis,    and  southeastern 
Wisconsin.     However,   orders  were   taken  at  0.20  cent 
below  the  list  prices  for  shipment   by  May  24,  and 
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day-to-day  business  continues  at  that   level.  Eastern 
beet  sugar   is  listed  at   8.65  cents  per  pound.     In  the 
Gulf   territory  the  list  price  for  most  refiners   is  9.15 
cents  per  pound  and  in  the  Southeast   the  quoted  price  is 
9.20  cents  per  pound.     In  the  Pacific  Coast  territory 
cane  sugar   is  listed   at   9.30  and   beet  sugar  at  9.20 
cents  per  pound  for    delivery   to  California,   Arizona  and 
Nevada  with  the  balance  of  the   territory  at   9.05  for 
cane  and  8.95  for  beet  sugar.     Direct  shipping  allow- 
ances for  Washington  and  Oregon  are  still   in  effect. 

The  spot  price  of  "world"  raw  sugar,   f.a.s.  Cuba,  rose 
from  3.42  cents  per  pound  early  in  the  month  to  3.47 
and   3.48  cents   during   the   third  week  and   to   3.55  cents 
on  May   2  6. 


QUOTA   SUGAR  RECEIPTS;      BY  PORTS ,   AREAS   OF   ORIGIN  AND 

MONTHS,  1956-57 

Raw  Sugar 

During  1956,    a   total   of  5,850,000  tons   of  offshore  raw 
sugar  was  received  in  the  continental   United  States. 
This  record  quantity  was   330,000  tons  in  excess   of  1955 
receipts.     In  1957,    offshore  raw  sugar  receipts  totaled 
5,603,000   tons.     This  was   the  second  largest  for  any 
year   despite  a  decline   of  247,000  tons  from  1956.  Final 
total  sugar   quotas  were  almost   the  same   in  1956   and  1957. 
However,    in  1957,    the  participation  of   the  Domestic  Beet 
and  Mainland  Cane  areas  in  the  reallocation  of  substantial 
Hawaiian  and  Puerto  Rican  deficits   reduced   the  offshore 
total.     The  origin  of  the  offshore  sugar  also  was  affect- 
ed by  a  Philippine  deficit  and  by  changes  in  the  allo- 
cation of  basic   quotas  among  Cuba  and  "full   duty"  countries. 
On  net  there  was  a  small   increase   in  1957  in  receipts 
from  Cuba  and  almost  a  doubling  of   the  much  smaller 
volume  from  "full  duty"  countries. 

The  most  significant  change  between  1956  and  1957  in  the 
distribution  of  total  receipts   of  raw  sugar  among  the 
various  ports  was   that   the  decline  was  largely  con- 
centrated in  New  Orleans  with  a  drop  of  139,000  tons 
from  1956  .     At   the   redu'ced   level,    however,    the  volume  at 
New  Orleans   in  1957  was  in  line  with  1952   to  1955 
t onnag  es . 
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In  spite  of   the  marked  differences   in   the  patterns  of 
quotas   that  prevailed  from  time   to  time  during   1956  and 
1957,    the  seasonal   distribution  of  total   offshore  raw 
sugar   receipts  was   similar:      24-25  percent  of   the  annual 
total  was  received  in   the  first  quarter,    28-29  percent 
in  the  second  quarter,    29-30  percent   in  the   third  and  18 
percent   in  the  last  quarter.      In  each  year,    of  course, 
the   low  fourth  quarter  percentage  reflects   the  heavy 
Mainland  Cane  Area  raw  sugar   marketings   to  Gulf  Coast 
refineries.      The  first  quarter   receipts   reflect  the 
availability  of   the  bulk  of   the  remaining  mainland  raws 
to  such  refineries   and  Savannah. 

Hawai  i 

Crockett,   California,   was   the  port   of   entry  for   73  percent 
of  the  1956  Hawaiian  raw  sugar  receipts  and  81  percent  of 
the  1957   total.    The  seasonal   distribution  was   similar  in 
the  two  years  with  one  third  of  the  total   being  received 
in   the  second  quarters,    slightly  less   in  the  third 
quarters   and  only  slightly  more    than  one   third   of  the 
total   in   the  first   and  fourth  quarters  together. 

The  New  York  and  Philadelphia  ports  handled   23  percent 
of   the  Hawaiian  supply  in  1956.     In  1957,    16  percent  of 
all  Hawaiian  raw  sugar   entries  entered   through  the  port 
of  Galveston.     New  York  received  only   two  percent   of  the 
1957  Hawaiian  entries    (late  in   the  year)   and  Philadelphia 
received  none.      The  Galveston  receipts   of  Hawaiian  sugar 
were   concentrated   in   the  second  and   third  quarters. 

Puerto  Rico 

Because   of  drought   the  1957  shipment  of  Puerto  Rican  raws 
declined   220,000   tons  from  1956.     Philadelphia,  Baltimore, 
and  New  Orleans  showed  reductions,   while  receipts   at  New 
York  remained  unchanged.     Philadelphia  and  New  York 
together  received   76  percent  of   the  Puerto   Rican  raw 
sugar   in  1956  and  almost   88  percent  of   the   smaller  1957 
total . 

Of   the  Puerto  Rican  raw  sugar   received   at  New  York  in 
1956,    29  percent  was   entered  during   the  fourth  quarter 
while  receipts  during   the  other   quarters   ranged  from  23 
to  25  percent.      Sixty  percent   of   the  1957   total  arrived 
during   the  first  and   second  quarters.  Philadelphia 
received  62  percent   of   its   1957   total  from  Puerto  Rico 
in  the  second  and   third  quarters  in  contrast   to  a  fairly 
stable   1956   quarterly  distribution.

The  supply  of  Philippine  raws   declined  bv  87,000  tons 
from  1956   to  1957.      The  port   of  New  York  received  67 
percent   of  the   total   in  both  years.     Receipts   at  Baltimore 
declined  from  22  percent   of   the   total   in  1956   to  17  per- 
cent  in  1957  while  receipts  at  Philadelphia  rose  from 
6   to  10  percent . 

The  seasonal  patterns   of  Philippine  receipts   at  New  York 
in  1956   and  1957  were   similar:      almost   40  percent  of  the 
total   entered  in  the  first  quarter,    about  one  fourth  in 
the  second   and    third  quarters  and  less   than  one   tenth  in 
the   last  quarter.      Entries   at  Baltimore   in  1956  were 
concentrated  in  the  second  quarter  when  42  percent   of  the 
annual   total  was  entered.      In  1957,    receipts   in  the  first 
and  second  quarters  accounted  for   approximately  ninety 
percent  of  that  total. 

In  1956,    the  quota  was  filled  before   the  end  of  November. 
In  1957,    supplies  from  the  1956-57  crop  were   almost  ex- 
hausted by   the   end   of  September;    but   some  new  crop  sugar 
was  entered   in  December. 

Cuba 

A  marked  shift   of  Cuban  sugar  from  New  Orleans  and 
Galveston   to  New  York,   Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  occurred 
from  1956   to  1957.      Receipts   of  Cuban  raw  sugar   at  the 
two  Gulf  ports  declined  by  326,000   tons  from  1956   to  1957, 
while  receipts   at  the   three  Mid-Atlantic  ports  increased 
by   356,000   tons.     In  both  years   89  percent   or   more   of  all 
sugar   entered  at  each  of  the  ports   of  Boston,    Savannah  and 
New  Orleans  was  Cuban  sugar.     At   Galveston   the  percentage 
dropped  from  88  in  1956   to  about   36   in  1957.      The  largest 
percentage  for   any  other  port  for   either   year  was   43  for 
Philadelphia  in  1957. 

The  total  receipts   of  Cuban  raw  sugar  were  the  heaviest 
in   the   third  quarter   and  the  smallest  in  the  fourth 
quarter  in  both  years;   but  at  New  York,   first  quarter 
receipts   of  Cuban  raw  sugar  were   32  percent  of  the 
annual   total   in  1956   and  fourth  quarter  receipts  were 
38  percent   of   the   total   in  1957.

In  1957  direct  consumption  entries  exceeded  600,000  tons 
for   the  first  time  in  the  postwar  period.  Receipts 
within  the  Philippine   direct-consumption  limit  were 
twice  as   large  as  in  1956   and    the  "full  duty,"  Puerto 
Rican  and   Hawaiian  limits  were   larger  under   the  1956 
amendments   of  the  act. 

Baltimore  and  the  Customs  District  of  Flori^*  accounted 
for  almost  half  of  the  direct-consumption  receipts  from 
all  areas  in  1957  and  almost  two- thirds  of  the  receipts 
from  Cuba.  Both  of  these  ratios  were  up  from  1956. 
Although  only  13  percent  of  1957  direct-consumption 
receipts  occurred  during  the  last  four  months,  this  was 
about   2f   times   the  rate  for   the  corresponding  period  in 


Wholesalers,    retailers,    and   industrial  users  are 
estimated   to  have  held   356,000  short   tons   of  sugar,  raw 
value,    in   inventory  on  December   31,    1957,    down  about 
43,000   tons  from  a  year   earlier  but   about   37,000  tons 
higher    than  on  December   31,    1955.      These  estimates  and 
the  detail  shown  in  the  accompanying   tables  5     and  6  are 
from  the  annual  survey  which  the  Bureau  of   the  Census 
makes  for   the  Sugar  Division. 

These  estimates   of  "invisible"   supplies,   receipts,  and 
deliveries  or  usage  of  sugar  for   retailers,  wholesalers, 
and  industrial   users  do  not  include  inventories   of  eat- 
ing places,    institutions.    Government   agencies,  and 
miscellaneous  users  of  sugar,   nor  direct  receipts  from 
primary  distributors.
